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The Choir Goes Round and Round 


hurch buildings refuse to follow established patterns 
Just about the time we think we have them set, some 

church breaks the pattern. This applies to many parts of the 
church building, but the location of the choir is so indefi- 
nite that it is difficult to keep up with its procession 

At the beginning of our generation we thought we had it 
settled. The new churches were to have deep, open chancels 
with a divided choir. This did some things we had hoped 
for. It took the choir from the center of worship and allowed 
the people in the pews to see the altar with the altar symbols 
Choir leaders, however, resisted this. They did not want their 
choirs divided. It begins to look as if they have won the 
battle—but not quite 

Some churches have welcomed the return of the united 
choir while keeping the open chancel. They have resolved the 
matter by having the choir on one side of the chancel with 
the organ on the other. Where one side does not give 
sufficient room for the singers, they have taken more space 
and compensated with an off-center chancel 

Others have placed the choir directly at the rear of the 
chancel but have separated it from the altar by means of a 
metal or wooden grille which partially hides the singers 
We still have not settled the question as to whether the choir 
is part of the ministry of the church or whether it is a lay 
body which has the duty to lead the congregational singing 
The term “minister of music” has an entrancing sound to 
many churches. But certain historic bodies question its use 
The choir, in their mind, should be placed where it can best 
lead the congregation in its singing. For this reason some 
churches, notably the Lutheran, have placed the choir in the 
transept, perhaps one step above the congregation 

Other new churches are placing the choir in the rear 


balcony. This certainly takes away the temptation of anyon 


to display himself before the congregation, but it does have 


its disacvantages. It is a poor location tor leading the con 
gregation in song, but it is fine for informal costuming

Liberal Preacher with an Orthodox Heart 


Temple of London 


I picked up a copy of River of Years* a few evenings 
ago and renewed my acquaintance with one of the most 
fascinating minister personalities of our century—Joseph 
Fort Newton. His professional progression from one denomi 
nation to another will seem strange to those who did not 
know him. But when one follows the experiences of his life 
he finds an explanation for the strange path, first to the 
pastorate of a southern Baptist church, then to a liberal 
church of Dixon, Illinois, on to St. Louis, then to the City

gregations which greeted this preacher with his wonderful 
and wide ministry back of him 

But there was a quality about this man one could not 
easily fathom. At times he was controlled by a childlike 
shyness. One sensed that there was always a quest back of 
those questioning eyes which always greeted you. River of 
Years does give us somewhat of an explanation 

He was in constant rebellion against the narrowness of 
organized religion, but he believed passionately in the lord 
ship of Jesus Christ and personal immortality. This last was 
so much a passion with him that he sought mystics and 
mediums on both sides of the Atlantic. He became an au 
thority on the messages of Patience Worth. He invited Sir 
Arthur Lodge, Conan Doyle, and Sir William Crooks to 
address groups in the City Temple. No orthodox clergyman 
was more intense in his conviction that Jesus Christ died and 
rose again and that we also are immortal 

Contrary to some things he writes in his book, I found 
him to be a lonesome man, an opinion confirmed by others 
He seemed as one who could never quite find his niche in 
friendships; he was always looking a little farther. I lived 
for awhile on Riverside Drive, a few blocks north of his 
apartment. Walking or riding down Broadway | saw him 
often, standing alone at the street corner, watching people 
as they passed by as if hoping to find someone he could 
call friend. Strangely enough, on a visit to London some 
years after this | again saw him a couple of times standing 
alone in the busy crowds of London with the same question 
in his eyes 

During the Firsts World War, while facing a crowded 
church when the first casualty lists were being received, his 
sympathy went out to the strained British faces before him 
until a psychic force seemed to take possession of the con- 
gregation.

Religion in the Laboratory 
: a generations ago Henry Drummond startled the re 


ligious world with his thesis Natural Law in the Spirit 


ual World. His contention was that spiritual growiis is based 
on law—law which parallels the natural laws on which our 
daily living is based. Law, not miracle is the way of God 

Much water has gone over the dam since Drummond's 
day. The personality of man has been probed by the psy 
chologists, revealing resources of power undreamed of by 
our fathers. Under the guidance of Dr. Rhine at Duke Uni 
versity, investigations in extra sensory perception have hinted 
at a world of psychic powers still to be revealed 

Professor Harmon Bro of Syracuse is proposing a two 
year study of the phenomena of prayer, spiritual healing, 
and related subjects. There are thousands of verified in 
stances of the effectiveness of prayer and healing through 
some strange force. This study proposes to take these inci 
dents into the laboratory, analyze them, and then try to sift 
the true from the false. The objective is to find the laws on 
which such experiences may be based 

Most of us probably believe that ali life is based on law 
The quest of the scientific mind is to uncover these hidden

strange men. From her description they were identified as 
Abraham Lincoln and David Swing, both men who had 
been subjects of biographies by Newton. 

In his biography he gives one instance of this. He had 
been called to conduct a burial service for a small child 
killed in the dirty streets of the slum areas not too far from 
his church. The poverty of the tenement and the tears run- 
ning down the dirty faces of the neighbor children haunted 
him 

For hours I wandered along the dirty streets, 
littered with rubbish, where people were so 
crowded that life strode on life, and solitude was 
unknown . It is accepted with patient fatalism 

by people whose dwelling places are more like dens 
than homes. Only the joy of children redeemed the 
drabness from utter desolation. 


The great city of New York fascinated him, yet he never 
became acclimated to it. He was a stranger living within ics 
gates. The slums disturbed him, but he had no answer to 
the problem. He dreaded the evening funeral which to him 
symbolized a city too busy to recognize death or to take 
time to pay proper respect to those who died 

If | were writing a critical review I would be under an 
obligaticn to point out that Dr. Newton looked at his own 
history through rose colored glasses. Life was not always as 
kind to him as he would have us believe. The ministry at 
City Temple was not one period of unclouded happiness 
But this is not a critical review of River of Y ears, so iet’s not 
go into that. 

I do think that the words of General Putnam, che New 
York publisher who took part in Dr. Newton's recognition 
service at the Church of the Divine Paternity, did describe 
him best in a few words. He said: “We are welcoming to 
New York a liberal preacher with an orthodox heart.’

ON SHAKING OFF THE DUST 
Hymns—Who is on the Lord's Side? 


Breathe on Me, Breath of God—Lead on, 
O King Eternal 


Matthew 10:5-22 


Lesson— St 


Text—"“And if anyone will not receive 
you or listen to your words, shake off 
the dust from your feet as you leave that 
home or town.” St. Matthew 10:14 


In this passage of Scripture we have 
good advice from our Lord for those who 
go a journeying on the King’s highway 
This is a manual for our discipleship, a 
little handbook for the members of his 
company. This is good travel counsel for 
the trip along his way——what we are to do 
how we are to act; what we shall carry 
with us. This was his commission to the 
twelve disciples on their first solo flight 
They were sent out to spread his messag: 
and they were sent out alone. Christ was 
careful to see that they were well pre 
pared and properly advised as to theit 
behavior. Is it not well for us, too, to 
know what to expect as companions of 
the cross? 

It is helpful to know that all will not 
go well. While there will be some homes 
and some cities into which the truth of 
the gospel will penetrate with ease and 
in which the influence of the Christ will 
be welcome and strongly felt, there is 
this warning: that all will not receive the 
truth, nor welcome beauty in 
nor desire to live with goodness rather 
than with goods. “And if anyone will not 
receive you or listen to your words, shake 
off the dust from your feet as you leave 
that house or town 

This is good advice for anyone. “Shake 
off the dust.” Keep clean! Don't carry the 
useless dust of one unhappy experience 
into the next chance at life. I have heard 
from medical people that the best pro 
phylaxis against carrying the germs of 
disease away with you after a bedside visit 
is simply to give your clothes a vigorous 
shaking off and brushing down after you 
have gotten out into the open air. You can 
literally shake off the dust of diseas 
when you have gone away from the sick 
room and if it is done immediately it is 
at least as sure a prevention of contagion 
as a thorough dry cleaning postponed to 
the next opportunity

Will we walk long after 
we leave this house as though we had 
seen God here?

Our God despises not the day of small 
things, nor the place of little importance 
The kingdom of God, what is it like? It 
is like a grain of mustard seed, which is 
the least of all the seeds of the earth. The 
people of the kingdom, who are they? 
Shepherds and herdsmen, fishermen and 
carpenters, Peter and Mary and Lazarus 
and Martha, and James, the Less. 

And so with his coming among us. He 
came in the form of a babe, mighty in its 
innocence and strong in its weakness. And 
the time of his coming was heralded by 
the silent shining of a star and the gentle 
song of a mother's lullably. And the place 
of his coming, too, was typical. Not in the 
seat of empire nor at the center of religion 
nor at the dwelling place of wisdom, but 
at Bethlehem, the darkest of the most 


obscure corners of the earth. “O little 
town of Bethlehem, how still we see thee 
lie .. .” God despises not the day of small 
things; though he shall bring every hill 
low, yet shall he exalt every valley. Bethle- 
hem is a symbol of the valleys that have 
been exalted 

1. Beginning at Bethlehem man has 
learned how God touches life with grace 
We think of grace as the prayer we Say 
before we eat (but even here is it passing 
out of usage. } 

Bethlehem taught us that God touches 
earth and man with a transforming power 
Jesus’ coming to Bethlehem revealed that 
no circumstances need be humdrum. This 
is the trouble with many of us; God 
touches life, we believe, but we do not be 
lieve that God will or can touch our lives 
Surely the birth at Bethlehem has told 
us this much; that God will not fail to 
use the lowliest of times and the most 
unexpected places, that he will use our 
town, that he will touch with 
his magnificent power 

2. Beginning at Bethlehem man 
learned that he can walk in harmony with 
God. God did not suddenly speak to these 
common folk without their first having 
learned to speak to him. During the Revo 
lutionary War near a British camp a 
Highland soldier was caught creeping back 
to his quarters out of the woods. He was 
taken before his commanding officer and 
charged with holding conversation with 
the enemy. The poor Highlander pleaded 
that he had gone into the woods to pray 
by himself. The commanding officer felt 
no tenderness for the culprit. “Have you 
been in the habit, sir, of spending hours 
in private prayer?” he asked sternly. “Yes, 
sir.” “Then down on your knees and pray 
now,” thundered the officer. “You never 
before had such need for it.” Expecting 
immediate death the soldier knelt and 
poured out his soul in prayer that was 
eloquent in its simplicity, that could 
have been spoken only by a godly Chris 
tian. When he was done, the officer said, 
You may go. If you had not often been 
at drill, you could not have gotten on so 
well at review.’ 

3. Beginning at Bethlehem we learned 
to expect the impossible and to look for 
the unexpected. This did not stop at 
Bethlehem. It marched on with Christ to 
Nazareth, a village despised and castigated, 
of which the motto was “Can any good 
thing come out of Nazareth?” It walked 
with Christ to Galilee and touched the 
simple fishermen so that they became 
fishers of men. It moved on to Capernaum 
and to Bethany and to Jerusalem and be 
yond that in resurrection power to Antioch 
and Corinth and Ephesus and to Rome it 
self and it did not stop there, but went 
striding across the world, to Shanghai and 
New York to London and to Paris, to high 
places and to low. It began at Bethlehem 
but it will go marching on until it has 
won the world to itself 

Micah’s prophecy about Bethlehem was 
fulfilled. And Micah’s greater prophecy 
will by the same power be fulfilled; “But 
in the last days it shall come to pass that 
the mountain of the house of the Lord 
shall be established in the top of the 
mountains and people shall flow 
unto it. And many nations shall come and

But fortunately 
there are some elements of life which if 
added to our days give them a sparkle 
and a sheen 

1. There is the sale of enthuiasm. You 
can live life without enthusiasm, but you 
might as well be dead. Without enthusi 
asm trials and temptations soon over 
whelm you. Hope—enthusiastic hope—is 
absolutely essential for life. An interest in 
what is going on around one, a willingness 
to take part in life, and not merely to sit 
on the sidelines and cheer some other 
participants on—these are signs of en 
thusiasm, and they are the salt that flavors 
life 

2. There is the salt of conviction. This 
is the element which gives meaning and 
purpose to life. We are what we believe, 
and our lives reflect our faith. With this 
salt fear vanishes from our lives, for we 
know what we believe. We can say with 
the Psalmist: “None can make me afraid, 
and with saintly Henry Lawrence, the 
soldier of Christ who fell at Lucknow, “I 
have always walked in the quiet, and | 
walk so still.” Without the flavor of con 


viction in our lives we will be like boats 
tossed without sails on a stormy sea, 
blasted to and fro by every wind of 


doctrine 

3. There is the sale of courage 
often all we need to keep us going, but 
we need it. 

Where do we get it, this salt? Our faith 
tells us that it comes from the Lord of 
Life.

There 
numbers, for a pinch of salt is effective 
out of all proportion to its size. This is 
the burden we bear, that to the tasteless, 
colorless, unendurable monotony of lif 
we may, by the grace of our Lord, add a 
pinch of salt, so that to this insipid whit

Lesson—-St. John 6:27-35 


Text For all that is in the world, the 
lust of the flesh and the lust of the eyes, 
and the pride of life, is not of the Father 
but of the world.” I John 2:16 


That, of course, is the precise trouble 
Lust is altogether too much a part of the 
world. When we are most disarmed 
against him does the fiery and dangerous 
enemy of our soul which we name Lust 
come suddenly and uninvited out against 
us. Lust assails the castle of our spirit 
without ceasing and when we think surely 
to have warded it off in such a way that 
it will not come again, it rises up with 
new vigor and unsuspected life and makes 
new attack 

We shall change gears and try a new 
way of dealing with this sin, different 
from the others we have looked at in this 
Lenten season. For there is not much need 
to display a detailed consideration of the 
nature and characteristic of this devil. We 
know him all too well. Our generation has 
been held in his grasp more obviously 
than many an age preceding ours, and we 
have rebelled against what appeared to us 
to be an all too strict denial of the flesh and 
its desires on the part of our parents and 
grandparents, and by that rebellion we 
have been driven to pursue without any 
qualms or scruples the golden fancy of our 
instincts and desires. Today is a time of 
realism, reflected in our fiction, our 
drama, our music and it is our feeling that 
we ought to enter on the quest for liberty 
and throw over all restrictions and satisfy 
our whims and ambitions without thought 
of result nor concern for any other than 
ourselves 

But what can we do? How do we cope 
with the things of the flesh sanely and 
with any hope of making headway at all? 

Let's remind ourselves, for one thing, 
of something that is rather too obvious 
That is simply chat it is God who has 
made us and that he in his wisdom never 
considered the body and its needs as being 
innately evil 

We cannot find security as the eagles 
do, soaring high over the treacherous earth 
and the dangerous sea, nor swimming 
through the depth of the ocean, nor stalk 
ing with might and frightful force through 
the jungle. We cannot win our freedom as 
men by following the license of nature, 
but by submitting our powers-——which are 
many—to the will and might of God 
which is most and highest and best of all 
Our safety is with God and with the soul 
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that trusts and obeys him. Our bodies are 
not evil things, black and ugly which we 
are asked by God to pinch and prod and 
poke under control. They are in Saint 
Paul's apt phrase, “the temple of the Holy 
Ghost,” and like any temple they must 
be kept clean and pure and fit palaces for 
the deity who dwells within 

This is our dream, to make our lives 
more nearly like that which we follow, 
and to do it not by any power we hav 
but by the power he alone can give us 
There was one who sinned and was caught 
in the act and was brought by certain 
hypocritical pharisees to him for judg 
ment. What saved her? The fact that she 
went home to live out her days a marked 
woman as surely as if her skin had been 
singed with the scarlet letter A’ I should 
not think this would be pleasant in pros 
pect or in truth. What did save her’ The 
fact that she had escaped the stoning that 
by all of Moses’ law was her rightful and 
just punishment? Not that alone. And cer 
tainly the sins of hypocrisy and pride 
which the Lord of life discerned as mar 
ring marks on the hearts and spirits of her 
haughty accusers was not her salvation? 
What saved her? Simply that deep concern 
and abiding love of the Master. The touch 
of a hand raised her from the dust. She 
had been an outcast, an untouchable, but 
God's son lifted her to her feet to live 
again. And this same love is our salvation 
He cares. Though we have sinned and 
fallen victims many times to the lust of 
the eyes and the lust of the flesh and the 
pride of life, yet there is one who lifts us 
from the dust and sets us on our feet and 
points the way. “Go,” he says, “go and sin 
no more

Text 


A sloth is an animal not native to our 
country which spends its entire life hang 
ing upside down on a tree, feeding on 
whatever happens to come its way. It can 
not stand alone but slouches on its stom 
ach if unsupported. It symbolizes all that 
we think of when we imagine a lazy man 
who will not work but who expects every- 
thing to be handed to him without obliga 
tion or price. This ugly animal is a symbol 
of what can happen to the human soul 
when it becomes too deeply entrenched in 
the sin which the church calls sloth, but 
which modern man knows as laziness. The 
soul of man, like the muscles of this 
animal, atrophies and becomes useless and 
without strength unless it is put to work 

Laziness takes many forms and assumes 
strange disguises, but they are all alike in 
that they result in the same end. They kill 
by carelessness; they wound by indiffer 
ence; they shatter by absence of concern 
Not many of us need to be afraid of work 
ing ourselves to death, though there is 
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some danger here, of course. We are apt to 
kill our own souls with kindness, to 
weaken our spirits by not demanding 
enough of them 

Indifference is probably the worst form 
sloth can take. This is a killing attitude 
of unconcern. It is coldly crass, frigidly 
aloof. And sooner or later, it kills, not, of 
course because it wants to. It just hasn't 
enough energy to do otherwise. The indif- 
ferent man by far would sooner sit com- 
fortably at home and see evil done than to 
rise up on his feet and help to put it 
down 

“Anything would be better,” said Billy 
Graham in New York City recently, “any- 
thing would be better than indifference 
Indifference is the haughty priest or proud 
Levite who was in a hurry to get to Jerusa 
lem for some gala affair at the temple, and 
did not want to stoop or to get his hands 
dirtied by the situation, and so without 
concern or thinking passed quietly by on 
the other side when a fellow human was 
beaten and robbed and left only half alive 
on the highway 

We cannot fight the 
world by this attitude 

Such lethargic of Christ 
killed him in the days of his flesh and it 
will continue to slay him in ours. The 
Lord is not alive in the hearts of men and 
women who accept him with no zeal. The 
name of Christ is no mere label wo be 
applied without responsibility or obliga 
tion to any who would take it. One does 
not automatically of his by 
some verbal acknowledgement of the fact 
It takes work, real work, to proclaim the 
gospel and to live by it 

Be not slothful. This is the admonition 
always of the first Christians to those who 
came immediately after them, and it is apt 
to be a necessary warning to any second 
generation Christian who has in part in 
herited the glory and the crown for which 
others had to labor and to die. It was true 
in our nation, and is still a present and 
real danger. Freedom cost blood and sweat 
and tears and on it was staked the lives, 
the fortunes and the sacred honor of a 
whole generation of men; each generation 
has had to renew its pledge, but not by 
assuming that freedom was a goal once 
won and forever held. We must keep alert 
and vigilant and alive to those in our day 
who would attack and destroy this pr 
cious heritage. We dare not be slothful 
about the things of our nation 

Be not slothful, but followers of them 
who through faith and patience inherit the 
promises. That's how they become true 
for us—through faith and patience. You 
can be unhappily slothful not only by a 
cruel indifference, but by « too hasty ac 
ceptance of Christ. We claim his Lordship 
entirely with our mouths and think that 
enough, while we hold out whole areas 
of our lives as being none of his business 
We grab at any straw to help us in the 
weariness, the fever and the fret, but we 
must be careful that we do not grasp too 
hastily. For Christ will not be Lord and 
let us stay at ease in Zion. We will be up 
and making changes in our world, in our 
fellow men and in ourselves until they are 
made not perfect but more perfect, not 
having achieved the goal but having come 
a step or two closer to it

God's mighty hand is in this thing 
The power of the spirit was certainly upon 
it. It is a message so spectacular in its con 
cept, so mighty in its meaning that song 
and poetry, story and sermon cannot ex 
haust it. This is the mighty word of the 
church; that Jesus Christ rose from the 
dead and in his rising conquered sin and 
death and time and the grave for each of 
us. This majestic miracle is the miracle 
of Christianity. It is the spring board of 
our hope; the harvest of our faith, che 
fruit of our love 

But today I want us to think together 
about the sequel to this spectacle. Let us 
turn our attention to another miracle, a 
quiet miracle, but one so essential to our 
believing that even the bursting of the

Christ himself has told us that there is 
a bigger faith even than Easter’s. Jesus

There is the faith tha. can dispense 
with tangible proofs and visible evidence, 
that believes heroically even where there 
ic no obvious and immediate confirmation, 
building unafraid and confident on God's 
naked word. And this is the quiet miracle 
that for each of us it does happen sooner 
or later, that the faith have mouthed 
and have mumbled reaches its roots down 
into our hearts, and though we have not 
seen him, we believe and with that beliet 


we 


comes our own private Easter and the 
chains of doubt, the fetters of fear, the 
tremendous weight of the world are 
broken and we are free 

And how can we have it, this quiet 
miracle? Keep two things in mind. First 


of all, Thomas did not find Christ. Christ 
found him. Thomas could have rushed out 
into the wild city of Jerusalem looking in 
every nook and cranny for his risen 
master, but it would have been a wasted 
search. He would not have found him on 
the streets or in the taverns or in the 
markets or in the temple or in the palaces 
of government and he would have com« 
back home exhausted and fearful and 
more doubting than ever. He waited where 
he was and Christ came to him. There is 
a hint of something for us here. We must 
wait until Christ comes to us 

The other thing is that once he 
Thomas did not set himself up as one who 
must be interviewed and visited. He

It begins not by 
by opening doors. This is the first sign

The Bible is always handing us respon 
sibilities. The gift of peace is not hande 
to the man of faith on a silver charger, 
without cost or work on his part. It is 
written in the Psalms that a man must 
seck peace and pursue it.” If a man sits 
in his place and keeps silent, how can he 
pursue peace? One of the ancient rabbis 
wrote in the Midrash, “Let him leave his 
place and roam about and pursue peace 

It is so with all of the gifts of the spirit 
not meant for people who sit 


They are 
still and wait for them 

It is a requirement of our maturity in 
the Lord that while we go in and out to 
find pasture we do not consume all the 


grass ourselves. But we have got to be 
careful that we do not let our concern for 
the welfare of others move over into 
snatching from them the responsibility of 
maturing themselves. We must in the 
truest sense of the phrase “work out our 
own salvation with fear and trembling 
We must not think that we can create a 
formula that will win liberty and freedom 
for our neighbor, and then force it down 
his throat without giving him the op 
portunity to accept or to reject it for 
himself. A very wise teacher has said, 
Take care of your own soul, and another 
man's body, not of your body and an 
other man’s soul 

But what for the man who is not full 
grown’? What for the man who knows his 
own lack of maturity, his own need for 
improvement? Is there no hope? Ot cours 
there is——for the way that opens up before 
us is Christ. While our religion is a re 
ligion of maturity it is a religion won tor 
us by one with a mind. “Let the mind 
which was in Christ Jesus be in you 

And what opens the door’? His grace 
and love: his control and master 

There is an incident early in Napolean’s 
life when he entered the Directory which 
shows what I mean. He had not yet had

HOW TO PLANT SEEDS 


Hymns—Break Thou the Bread of Life 
Art Thou Weary, Heavy Laden Je sus

Lesson—-St. Luke 8:4-15 


Text And when a great crowd came to 
gether and people from town after town 
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came to him, Jesus said in a parable, A 
sower went out to sow his seed St 
Luke 8 . s 


This is the task of the church told in its 
simplest terms. It's amazing how many 
members of the church do not know what 
its job is 

We had better return to the perspective 
which Christ has set and see its task as he 
set it forth in simple terms but with pro 
found depths. Jesus said in a parable, “A 
sower went out to sow his seed This 
is the church's task—to sow seed 

The four kinds of soil about which he 
talks rather closely fit the kind of re 
sponse he got in the hearts and minds of 
his hearers. He knew the stony soil of 
the hard minds of the scribes and phari 
sees, in which no new ideas could take 
root and grow, no varying from tradition 
stood an iota of a chance to survive. He 
knew too the shallow and unstable en 
thusiasm of the crowd, where his gospel 
would have a ready reception and take 
hasty root, but because there is no depth 
to the soil, it would not hold but would 
pass out when their vacilating minds 
moved on to some new enthusiasm. And 
he knew the lives too which were like the 
thorny ground, overgrown and crowded 
with the many 
causes, where the more insistent weeds of 
the world would soon push out the seed of 
the gospel and let it take only weak root, 
if it took root at all. And we rejoice to 
know that for him in his day some seed 
fell into good soil, and grew and yielded 
a hundred fold 

The parable tells the story of his life 
and it points the road which the church 
ought always follow. If you know any 
thing about planting seed at all, you know 
that its harvest depends as much upon the 
soil in which it is planted as on any other 


interests and too many 


single factor. The sun will shine on good 
and evil ground equally; the rain will fall 
on just and unjust soil in equal measure, 
but only the good soil will yield a crue 
harvest 

When you plant seed, expect to gain a 
harvest. You will not always, as the church 
does not always win its point but persists 
in the sowing. Some will fall on good soil 

In this we gain heart and have hope 
that some seed will fall on good soil 
Those who are good soil for this gospel 
seed are those who hear the word, accept 
it and who bear fruit. But good hearing is 
the first requirement, “He who has ears to 
hear, let him, hear.” And this reminds us 
of the things that block good hearing. You 
cannot hear what another is saying if you 
are listening only to the inward voice 
which looks at every object in life to find 
how to turn it into personal use and sees 
every person as an ot ject to be exploited 
If you are shouting in your own ear the 
word, “I, I, I” you will not hear when the 
Master calls, “You, you, you He that

The fellowship of the Spirit! Here is a 
phrase that leads straight to the core and 
center of the Christian experience 

The first thing that we need to get quite 
clear when we speak of the Spirit is that 
this great conception means two things, 
not one. For there is no such thing as 
fellowship of believers among themselves 
aside from the fellowship of their separate 
souls with God; and there is no fellowship 
with God which does not produce as its 
first and highest result a living fellowship 
with men 

Ic was an amazing thing, that early 
fellowship—and it meant everything to 
those who shared it. When they met temp 
tation out in the world, the fellowship was 
an unseen reinforcing host. Not that those 
early Christians were always talking about 


this thing. It never occurred to them to 
make speeches about it. They never at 
t< mpted tc Organize tt in a Semi 


professional way, saying, Come now, it is 
our duty as Christians to be brotherly; let 
us Start a meeting Of a movement to pro- 


mote brotherhood; we'll get a brochure 
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printed up and mailed out and have a 
preacher in and a song-leader and make 


this a big affair.” That would have struck 


them as terribly trivial and foolish. Their 
fellowship was this—that they were shar 
ing together the very life of Jesus 

Every member of the early fellowshi; 
knew himself to be a herald. He knew 


that was the condition on which his own 
place in the company depended. I wonder 
if we have fully realized that the very life 
of the church today depends on each mem 
ber of it being (in the language of the 
electrician) a Christ-conductor? 

But now we must walk a step further 
together. We said at the beginning that 
the Spirit demanded two kinds of fellow 
ships from us and so we turn now to the 
second kind. Behind the church and its 
glorious and rich fellowship together ther: 
burns and glows a direct individual com 
munion with God, a personal experience 
of the Holy Spirit; in other words there is 
a Pentecost for each of us

Secondly, and far more 
important, they are books that have been 
used by several hundred people in the last 
few years, helping them to understand the 
life of prayer and strengthening them in 
the practice of prayer.
